Neil a n d the office force all work 
ing in harm on y . 
Someway the difference imp ressed me 
mor e than an y thin g that had hap p ened 
with the stability of Neil’s w ork as c o m ­ 
p ared with his p romotin g p rojects. H ere 
w as real business, w o rk tha t ha d no 
need to bo hidden, because no false rep ­ 
res en tatio ns were made. 
Office doors 
were not locked, alt hough they were so 
busy one had to be anno un ced.
